2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-16 and 19-20 novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Halleck et al. or alternatively by Stanchi et al. 

Both teach sequences which would correspond to the "fragments" of the claims, because no specific length of the fragment is 
disclosed and therefore this would have included even one individual base. Also, the art teaches polynucleotides, polypeptides, 
antibodies, and a method for detecting. 

Claims 17-18 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Halleck and Stanchi et al. This is 
because the claims teach an agonist and an antagonist to the polypeptide. This would have been obvious because it was well 
known in the art at the time of the invention that agonists and antagonists were readily obtainable to a known polypeptide 
and many known substances would have been able to serve as such.
